-Strong pleas for activity in politics by 
citizens who are not servitors of th e 
m an­ 
agers” of party. 
T he first was from a 
voter who may lie assumed to be well qual­ 
ified to speak of th e m aleficent influence, 
of such rule. 
T he other is from a voter 
who prefers anonym ity, but who is him self 
a prom inent exam ple of neglect of th e 
duty-doing so b itterly criticised by th e 
first. 
H is m ay be said to be but a recital, 
in an odd way, th a t in th e genesis of politi­ 
cal activity th e mass of th e voters have 
little or no part, since the p lan n in g of 
office-filling— and hence of governm ental 
adm inistration— is done for them , or in 
despite of them . 


T he w riter of the first letter lays th e 
prem ise th at th e “ bosses” in both parties 
r u le ; peddle out the offices; fleece candi­ 
dates ; tu rn loose upon them an arm y of 
leeches and blackm ailers, aud th a t the peo­ 
ple at large are sim ply at th eir m ercv. 
T hen follows the conclusion th a t th e rem ­ 
edy is greater activity, and personal con­ 
cern on the part of th e tile of p arty strictly 
w ithin party lines.

Mrs. Rice answered, ‘ They 
would not be good if they did not cos't 
m oney,’ and he had better take them over 
to another neighbor’s, w here Keeley’s wife 
was, calling her own daughter a vile nam e. 
Keeley answ ered th at if she was such, th at 
the m other was one also : at w hich Mrs. 
Rice struck at Keeley w ith the ham m er. 
Keeley caught her by the throat w ith his 
left hand, and warded off the blows with 
his right. 
On the ham m er dropping, Kee­ 
ley let loose bis grip on h er throat, and 
Mrs. Rice fell dead. 
Such is the statem ent

A L a rg e C row il Soou G ets S atisfied w ith 
th e P e rfo rm a n c e . 
About 1.200 people assembled at Agri­ 
cultural Park yesterday to witness the 
baseball game between the Ked Stockings 
and Blue Stockings of San Francisco, 
organizations 
composed 
exclusively of j 
women. It was not expected that the 
game would am ount to much as an ex­ 
hibition of skill, but the spectators were 
not prepared for a performance quite as 
miserable as that which was given. The 
players wore a Bloomer costume which had 
an "appearance anything but graceful, and 
thev were not so rem arkably handsome ¡ 
and graceful themselves as to compensate 
for it. W hile they were not a success as 
ball-tossers, their conduct was unexcep­ 
tionable, and their quietness might be 
copied by clubs composed of masculines 
with good results. They did not put in an 
appearance until half an hour or more 
after the hour announced for the game, and 
the spectators amused themselves watching 
the 
futile 
efforts 
of 
an 
officer 
to 
keep impecunious but 
agile boys and 
men from entering tbe grounds by way 
of the fence-top. 
Finally the players 
marched upon the diamond, fourteen 
in number. The entire eighteen came 
up 
front 
San 
Francisco, 
but 
for 
some reason best known to themselves and 
their manager, four would not play. After 
the game commenced the audience were 
satisfied with the fourteen as well as they 
would have been with fifty—unless they 
were better players. 
Their fielders played 
close, lor none of the num ber could knock 
the ball out of the diamond, and when one 
of them made a hit, it was safe enough to 
keep on running, but 
they 
generally 
stopped for breath at all way stations. Ail 
of them threw the ball over-hand, in the 
usual 
feminine manner. 
One of the 
pitchers had the position of a Sweeney or 
Incell, and made such preparation that the 
spectators expected the ball to pass with 
immense force ; but these were false pre­ 
tenses, ending with the same old toss. One 
of the catchers exercised considerable judg­ 
ment, stooping down so that her skirts 
might stop the “ grounders ” that other­ 
wise would have passed between her feet, 
for the whole band appeared afraid to 
bring their limbs together, man-fashion, 
to stop the ball. One of the players had a 
funny way, when a ball was thrown to 
her, of taking a little jum p, tlieu throwing 
both arms into the air with a sort of 
“ shoo” motion, ending by grabbing at 
the sphere as though 
it was a bean- 
bag. They did not develop much “ poetry 
of motion” whey thev ran—in fact, some­ 
body has remarked that few women do— 
and it certainly isn’t fair to wring in a 
pigeon toed lemale on the public. Two or 
three times twp hase-runners would get on 
the third base at once, and not appear to 
think that they were becoming too thick 
in that locality until the crowd advised 
them of the fact—the crowd was more 
liberal with advice than it will be with 
half-dollars to see another female baseball 
contest—and then they would scatter like 
a cat convention when the bootjack moves 
to adjourn. 
The most amusement was 
when a dog appeared in the diamond and 
joined in the game, but he played too well, 
and was put out. Before the first halt of 
the first inning was over the spectators 
began to move away, muttering something 
about the worst bilk they ever saw. One 
man, a member of the class of men that 
always have seen a little more than any 
one else, was so injudicious as to remark 
that lie had seen worse entertainments, 
but even his hasty qualification of “ but 
not much” failed to keep the crowd from 
hustling him. The “ game” lasted five or 
six innings, the Red Stockings having 80 
runs to their opponents' 19, and Bill}' 
McLaughlin, who had been acting as um ­ 
pire, was immensely pleased when the 
manager stopped the play. 
The assem­ 
blage had included all sorts of people— 
staid and prosperous merchants, physicians, 
members of the bar, etc., and it was amus­ 
ing to see them slipping away quietly, and 
pretending that they hud only been out lor 
a walk in the mellow sunshine. They may 
quietly wink at each other when they meet 
to-day, but it is doubtful if they will inaug­ 
urate conversations on the subject of base­ 
ball until it “ blows over.” 
It won’t do for 
one who was not present at the game to 
have much to say about the spectators, 
either, for the very man you are talking to, 
and whom you would never suspect of such 
foolishness, is very likely to have been 
“ one of them .”

J o h n S enich A rre s te d on a C h a rg e o f I n ­ 
c e n d ia rism . 
About 2:30 a . m. Saturday it was discov­ 
ered that the Universal Restaurant, on the 
southwest corner of Third and J streets, 
was on lire. An alarm was turned in, and 
the fire department soon arrived and ex­ 
tinguished the blaze, principally by the use 
of a Babcock extinguisher. It was found 
that a tire had been started in the corner of 
the kitchen farthest from the range, and 
that a woolen curtain separating the two 
dining-rooms had also been ignited, and in 
burning had charred the woodwork. There 
was a row of thirteen demijohns behind 
the bar, and they were separated from each 
other by large pieces of newspaper, satu­ 
rated with coal oil, and the wickerwork 
about the demijohns had also been wet 
with the inflammable liquid. 
Whoever set 
the fire made ids preparations carefully, 
pulled down the window shades so that ño 
one could see into the place from the out­ 
side without taking considerable trouble, 
and expected the blaze would spread so 
rapidly that the destruction would be com­ 
plete. 
If his scheme had been successful 
to the extent planned, the lives of the peo­ 
ple :n the upper portion of the building 
v ouid have been endangered. The same 
restaurant caught fire some mouths ago, 
when the proprietor, John Senich, was in 
San Francisco on his wedding trip, but 
there was not much damage done. On 
this occasion, as the evidences of incen­ 
diarism were so palpable, and there was an 
insurance of $2,500 upon the establishment, 
officers Ash and Sullivan arrested Senich 
on a charge of incendiarism. H e was 
found at his residence, near by, partly 
dressed. In response to queries, he stated 
that he closed the restaurant about 10 
o’clock, and did not go there afterwards. 
When the place was examined Saturday 
forenoon, very little in the way of crockery, 
supplies, etc., was to be found".

T h e C ubic A ir L aw L e fla r e d to b e C oo- <i 
stitu tlo n a L 
On Saturday, ten Chinamen who had . 
been convicted of violating the provisions i 
of an Act of the Legislature, passed April j 
3, 1876, commonly known as the cubic air j 
law, were brought before Department One 
of the Superior Court, Judge Van Fleet 
presiding, upon a writ of habeas corpus. 
City Attorney W . A. Anderson and Dis­ 
trict Attorney H. L. Buckley appeared for 
the respondent, and Henry Starr for peti­ 
tioners. The ground urged by counsel for 
petitioners for release, was that the law in 
question is invalid and has been abrogated 
by the present Constitution ; that the law 
is special, local and discriminative. The 
position taken was argued at lencth and 
autiiorities cited. Mr. Anderson replied to 
the points made, and contended that the 
law is general in its characterand operation, 
and is a sanitary police regulation applying 
to all incorporated cities and towns, there­ 
fore not special or local. The object and 
purpose of such rules can only relate to 
thickly populated communities, and was 
never intended to apply to small country 
places or hamlets. Besides this, the Act is 
not in conflict with the Constitution, it be­ 
ing a municipal sanitary regulation in force 
at the adoption of and expressly retained 
in force by the Constitution. The provisions 
of the Constitution relating to local or 
special legislation are not retro-active or 
retro-spective, and only apply to future 
legislation. 
Judge Van Fleet stated that this was a 
case that called fo ra written opinion, but 
inasmuc i.as it would have to be taken 
under advisement, thus keeping the pe­ 
titioners in prisou, he would announce his 
conclusions from the bench. 
He did not 
agree with counsel for the people upon the 
point, that if it appeared that the Act in 
question was special or local in its charac­ 
ter or operation, it would not come within 
the constitutional inhibition, but. on the 
contrary, if it is special or local, it would 
be void under Section 25 of Article IV., and 
Section 1 of Article X X II. of the Constitu­ 
tion. On reading the Act it is clear, how­ 
ever, that it is not subject to the objection 
of counsel for the pe itioners. The whole 
tenor and operation of the law is general 
in its effect, and applies to all incorporated 
cities and towns. The reason why the Act 
should so apply is apparent, it being a 
sanitary 
measure, 
and 
only intended 
to 
apply 
to 
populous 
towns 
or 
cities, and would not be required for 
small or thinly populated precincts, no 
such sanitary regulations being necessary 
in such localities. The authorities cited by 
petitioners’ counsel are not in point with 
this ease. In those cases there was a clear 
violation of the Constitution, and all the 
Acts complained of were legislation subse­ 
quent to the adoption of the Constitution. 
Holding these views, it is ordered that the 
writ be dismissed und the prisoners re­ 
manded to the custody of the Sheriff'. 
W hile it is probable that the questions in­ 
volved in this case have been raised before, 
still there is no published decision upon 
the validity of the law. 


T h e M ind R e a d e r. 
Brown, the mind reader, had a good 
audience at the Clunie Opera House last 
night.

Brown went up and dotvn every aisle anti 
then returned to the stage and described 
the face and figure of W illiam P.Coleman. 
He then unbound his eyes and went back 
through the auditorium alone, pausing at 
last before the gentleman described, and 
saying, “ This is the one thought of." 
While he was searching out that gentle­ 
man the committee was inform al pri­ 
vately whom he should find if successful. 
These tests were very interesting and well 
made, and, as far as hum an precaution 
could prevent, beyond the possibility of 
trickery or deceit.

Gladding and I. S. Brown were chosen as 
witnesses in the cabinet, ring and material­ 
izing exhibitions, but these, while clever, 
were not obscure to any who have seen 
similar exhibitions. A second performance 
this evening, with new and additional 
mind-reading tests.
